Sartre and Existentialism

What is existentialism ?. As represented by Jean-Paul Sartre, it Is 
an attempt to draw the conclusion of man's Ufe from a consistently 
atheistic position. Sartre, tries to deal' aycteniatlcally with agonlzins 
mo'ral questions ; and the' argunjent of pe'nonal freedom, destroying 
alibis . invented byihumans to free tbemaelves from the resjponsibUity 
of their chores. Sartre represents existentialism in Ué' moods nf Utera<' 
l ure an4 moral psychology. He also writes 'in a comparatively . 'co'mpre^ 
hensible manner which cannot' be said of all existentialists, 

' Sartre calls himself an atheistic existentialist, believing that there 
is no God. .Therefore, huinan beings arc not created by, anyone' with a 
plan or idea of what they will be like before they develop through thehr 
own vt^ls. ■ 

Existence b. prior to essence, states Sartre. In other words, there 
is-no plan iar. us before our personality appears.'.-We malce our own 
essence hy 'our own free choice, by developing as ;,we will. Human 
pefsonalltles'' are not made by anyone else: in the beginning, they Just 
AHE. He states that when we think of, God, we think of a creator, 'a 
supernal artisan. When God creates, he knows precisely what He is 
creating;- He creates Man like an artisan following a formula. Each 
individual is.tliè realization of a certain conception in the divine mind 

.'To Sartre,- there is no human nature because there is no God to 
have a eonceptlon of it. Man simply is.,Man is nothing until he uses and 
makes himself by his'ifreeiWlU. That is the first principle of existen- 
tialism, what peoplfTuU lti isolating subjectively because it is based 
on the Cartesian "cogito". : 

However, Man cannot create himself by wishing himself towards 
the future, but by becoming what he purposes to be. This is the root 
of Sartre's idea of a need for resolute decision: the link between his 

philosophy and his literature. 

The first effect of existentialism is putting every man in possession 
of himself," placing the entire responsibility for his existence upon his 
own shoulders. He is also responsible for all men. When man chooses 
for himself, he chooses for mankind. We are unable to choose the worse. 
What we. choose . is always the better;randrnothlng can be better for 
us.unless it" is better for all. The existentialist thus holds a -great 
responsibility. This principle is the basic one of Sartre's play, 'The 
Respectful Prostitute", where he raises the question of a wrong.decision 
jnado;through the forces of environment and presence, and therefore 
producing tragic results. Mankind was not- considered. 

This enables us to understand Sartre's three grandiloquent terms 
^ anguish, abandonment, and despair. 

By "arigulsh"i Sartre believes that man has a profound responsi- 
bility when, choosing for manklnd as .well as for .himself. He must ask 
himself, "what if everyone did as I .am'dotag 7'.'. The décision in "The 
Respectful Prostitute" was made without .that question..; Everyone' jls 
obliged to. act aslif the whole human irac^ wére 'watching hlni.' This 
anguish is the'ono .of tho?e jvho bear gràve;rèsponsibilltles. 

• *'By "abandonment", Sartre means that God. simply does not exist 
and it is necessary .to the conseqiienccs of his absence right to the end. 
However, the existentialist finds it extremely embarrassing that God 
does^not exist, for./thfre,disappears. with Him all possibilities of finding 
values' In an iritelllglble' heaven. ; 

"If God did not exist, everything wotild be pemittcd'f.That Is 
thè.«t*rtlngjpointlfor.'exlstentialism. Man Is therefore forloro with 
nothing :tô;dèpen^Oo elU^^ within or outside of himself. Man Is free. 
Sa'riro foirgetKi^p is hardly enough to say that Man can strive 
towards-'frëë'dom'^^thout knowing what he strives for.

So tlie existentialist can never blame circums- 
tances. In life he decides, draws a self-portrait and there Is nothing T)ut 
that portrait Sa'rtre tries to show that hopes* and dreams are useless 
deceptions. He has done away with huma'n nature which exists through 
hope. He seems to. have created ia philos'opKy for robots, bom into this 
v^orld without' miridr ànd personalities and in that casé; without wills. 



: Because of its emphasis on freedoni of choice, éxistëhtialls'm claims 
fo'h'e'lndcpendeiit of the' historical conditions which'have encouraged 
its growth,- such as the attitude of the French after the 'second world 
war; -,thek interest in Sartre's unnatural men. and d^k emotions. 

The primary reality In life is that of nllure'ofi^ch'îumVn reality 
is only one function. But for that one must admit thé truth of history. 
The existentialist will not. Nevertheless it is history which makes Indivi- 
duals; it is :because of theh? .hhtory that they appear in a world of 
which they have always been ajpart By the denial of several values, 
nothing' remains to the existentialist. hut the strictly voluntary. Every- 
one can do what he likes and is therefore incapable of condemning the 
actions of anyone else. , - : • 

■ - Sartre seems to underline all that is sordid and base in life, for; 
getting the beautiful. But to him, that side was thé real one. His doc- 
trine has become fashionable throiigh would-be realists, and unfor 
tunately for Sartre, a great optimist, it has produced a state of anarchy 
in the minds of his individuals.
